ANTITOXIN FREE 10 


EVERYONE IN CITY, 
STARKLOFF'S PLAN 


He Will Ask for Appropriation 
of $3600 for Year; 52 New 
Diphtheria Cases. 


The distribution of free diphtheria aa- 
titoxin by the city to rich and poor 
alike Was suggested by Health Commis- 


sioner Starkioff today. He said he 
would ask the Municipal Assembly for 
an appropriation of 33600 to cover the 
expense for the coming year. 

At present the city gives antitoxin 
only to those who certify théy are un- 
able to pay for it. The annual cost -f 
this has been about $600. Under the new 
plan, the city would nandle all of the 
antitoxin needed in St. Louis and would 
supply it.to all reported cases of diph- 
theria. 

Dr. Starkloff said he had investigated 
35 recent fatal cases of diphtheria and 
had learned chat in only two of these 
cases was ‘the antitoxin administered 
promptly. Ig the other cases there were 
delays of from three to 10 days. In sev- 
eral of the cases only units of the 
antitoxin were administe , though arn 
effective amount is 600 units. 

The delay, he believes, was causeil 
in most of the cases by the poverty of 
the parents, and this also was the rea- 
son for the small'amvunt administered. 
Many persons, through pride, will not 
apply to the city for free antitoxin. 
This condition, he’ thinks, would oe 
eliminated if rich and poor alike were 
to receive antitoxin from the city with- 
out cost,

Conflict Forced on Germany, Heir to Throne 
Tells American Correspondent— Surprised 
at America’s: Lack of Sympathy. 


NEW YORK, Nov. %0.—“Undoubtedly 
thia is the most stupid, senseless and 
unnecessary war of modern times,”’ said 
Frederick Withelm, Crown Prince of 
Germany, in a remarkable interview 
with Karl H. von Wiegand, an Ameri- 
can newspaper correapondent, _ tele- 
graphed to this country today. 
War not wanted by Germany, I can as- 
sure you; but it was forced on us, and 
the fact that we were so effectually 
prepared to defend ourselves is now be- 
ing used as an argument to convince 
the world that we desired conflict.’’ 

This interview was sent from the 
headquarters of the Crown Prince's 
army in France, under date of Nov, 2, 
by courier to Namur, Aix-la-Chapelle 
and The Hague to London, and By 
cable to New York. 

Von Wiegand, who was in Berlin at 
the outbreak of the war and who has 
spent much time with the German 
afmies, was received cordially by the 
Crown Prince, who éxpressed the hope 
that the newspaper man would find 
plenty to interest him and that he

The Crown Prince declared that the 
Germans, from the lowest to the highest, 
knew that they were fighting for their 
existence, and that ne power on earth 
would be able to conyince the German 
people that the conflict had not been en- 
gineered solely with a view to crushing 
all the German people hold dear. The 
Crown Prince seemed to hold England 
responsible for the war, but he showed 
rone of the intense hatred or Dittermue 
toward the English which ts encountered 
everywhere in Germany.

Austrians Driven to Cracow. 
“In the Carpathians on Nov. 27 we 


took as many as 1200 Austrians. The 
troops of.the enemy have retired 
precipitately from Bukowina.

“In the region of the Mazurian 
Lakes (East Prussian) and the An- 
gerap River our troops have thrown 
back the Germans in several dis- 
tricts to fortified positions.” 

A review of the military operations in 
the last week by both sides at the rear 
of Lodz, as given our semi-officially 
here, indicates that the German army 
under Gen. Mackenzen, has been cut in 
three parts. 

The right wing still is struggling 15 
miles west, southwest of Lodz, in an at- 
tempt to unite with the column sent 
to its assistance from Wielun. The cen- 
ter is 10 milés northeast by north of 
Lodz and atill is engaged in a desperate 
effort to cut its way west to rejoin the 
left wing, which is partly cut off from 
the strongest position on the Vistula. 
This army, the review asserts, is mov- 
ing ‘back before Russian, onslaughts, but 
is stubborniy disputing the Russian ad- 
vance. 

In this quarter the Russian advance is 
from Gombin, 60 miles north of Lodz. 
It is estimated that the centers of the 
three parts of the German force are at 
least 20 miles apart and that the middle 
one is acting entirely on its own initia- 
tive, being completely isolated from the 
others. 

It is sald that the main bodies of the

IUR months neter “the first Ger-

against Russia, certain things 
have become unmistakable. Above 
all else it is plain that the first 
great German design has failed ut- 
terly, irretrievably. 

Whatever is to happen now, it is 
plain that France is not to be de- 
stroyed. When the great war is com- 
pleted, France will retain her place 
as a great power—her army will 
continue a factor in European com- 
binations. Four months of furious 
fighting have settled this. In late 
August, in early September, a Sedan 
seemed possible. At the close of 
November, France has escaped any 
real disaster, and with British re- 
enforcements, has checked every 
German offensive in the West since 
the battle of the Marne. 

Europe dominated by the Kaiser is 
henceforth a thing inconceivable, so 
long as there remains in being the 
‘Grand Alliance which has been 
formed by three great powers and 
two small states to face the Austro- 
German combination. In the mili- 
tary sense it is too early to talk of a 
conquered Germanhy, but it is no 
longer premature to assert that the 
vision of a conquering Germany has 
been laid to rest. 

Checks on Two Sides. 

As October opened, Russia claimed 
the center of the stage. German 
strategy had planned in the opening 
weeks of the war ‘to crush France, 
while Austria held Russia in check, 
and Britain was still gathering its 
unready hosts. But while ,Frdnce 
was defeating the Germans at the 
Marne, the Russian armies were 
beating down Austrian armies, carry- 
ing the war into East Prussia; and 
far into Galicia. 


From the battle of the Marne to 
the present hour the problem of the 
.Germans has been the same. Always 
.it was their design, their necessity, 
to hold back the Russians until they 
should crush the western allies, or 
at least so arrange their battle line 
in Belgium 
that they could turn east and deal 
with the.Czar. 

In thie they. have doubly failed. All 
the. enormous corcentration of men 
in the west hes not availed to ad- 
vance their front from the position 
to which it came Oct. 11.. All the 
desperate, terrible nghting along the 
Yser and the Lys has left them 
where they stood when, Antwerp 
fallen,. they began a new. drive for 
the channe) and France. 

Allies Gain Strength. 

In.this time, too, conditions in the 
West have changed wholly. Day by 
day come reports of the arrival of 
British reinforcements.

ed burden. 


A Problem of Numbers. 

Consider the whole problem of 
German strategy—to hold Russia 
back with a fraction of its armies 
while it crushed France by weight 
of numbers—and it becomes clear 
that failure in the East and West 
foreshadows the time when mere 
numbers will put Germany complete- 
ly on the defensive. 


Four months of effort have not 
availed to end the war in the west. 
If Germany has not reached her 
maximum strength in the field, she 
has passed the point where she can 
hope to retain numerical superiority 
on either front. Such superiority as 
she has had in Flanders and France, 
too, since the battle of the Marne, 
has enabled her to do nothing but 
hold her lines and wear out her 
strength in terrific assaults upon the 
intrenched allies. 


For Americans, the November 
campaign must inevitably sug- 
gest the history of the Con- 
federacy of 1863. As the Ger- 
mans have been defeated in 
Flanders and in Poland, so in 
1863 the Confederacy failed at

southern hope. 

To predict a speedy termination of 
the war is idle. To set a limit to the 
time Germany can hold Belgium is 
futile. It remains wholly possible 
that political changes may save Wil- 
liam II, as the change in Russian 
Czars rescued Frederick the Great 
at the gravest hour in his long and 
perilous career. But on the mere 
military side, it is hard to perceive 
now any chance for ultimate German 
triumph. 

Every shred of evidence that comes 
to this*country directly from Ger- 
many demonstrates the depth, inten- 
sity, unity of German detérmination. 
To conquer such a nation may mean 
years, as it must mean tremendous 
sacrifice of life and wastage of capi- 
tal, but at the close of the fourth 
month of the War there is almost 
overwhelming evidence to warrant 
the assertion that German success is 
no longer possible, given the exist- 
ing political conditions.

WALNUT RIDGE, Ark., Noy. 26.—~ 
Following the arrest yesterday of 
Mrs. Liazie Burrell, wealthy widow and 


owner of the $100,000 Rhea Hotel; as an 
accomplice of Dr. J. C. Hughes, #ho 
is held for the murder of Isom J 
Bagley in 1910, a special grand jury 
has been called to investigate that 
murder and several other crimes 
which it is thought may be the re- 
sult of the Bagley feud. 

Three hundr witnesses have been 
summoned and it is hoped that the 
mystery of the assassination of G, 
8. Cook, a real estate dealer, who was 
shot te death in his home in Septem- 
ber of this year may be cleared. 

The assassination of Isom Gagiey has 
been a mystery for four years. He was 
a wealthy plenter and was shot, to 
death on the street near the Rhea 
Hotel, an hour after his son Alf Bagley, 
had been killed in a pistol duel with 
Dr. Hughes. It is.claimed the shot that 
killed the senior Bagley was fired from 
a hotel window. Dr. Hughes was ex- 
onerated of the killing of Alf Bagley on 
the plea of self-defense. 

Dr. Bagley was arrested two weeks 
ago and taken to the Arkansas Peni- 
tentiary for safekeeping. He will be 
brought back for the grand jury hear- 
ing. 

The Bagley fued began eight years 
ago, when Lee Ridgeway, Town Mar- 
shal of Walnut Ridge, killed John Bazg- 
ley, son of Isom Bagley, while trying 
to arrest him. The Marshal was exon- 
erated and left the community. Three 
years later he returned and was shot 
to death on the street by Alf Bagley. 
Bagley finally was acquitted. Dr. 
Hughes was one of the principal wit- 
nesses for the State mm the trial of Alf 
Bagley, and it is said that at the time 
Bagley openingly threatened “to get’’ 
the doctor. 

A week before Dr. Hughes killed Alf 
Bagley he is said to have fired six 
shots at him. 

The senior Bagley was killed when he 
went to town to claim the body Of his 
son. He was 6 years old.

Holland Refuses to Accept American 
Aid in Caring for Belgians. 

THE HAGUE, via London, Nov. 230.— 
The Dutch Government has categorical- 
ly declined all offers of financial aid for 
Belgian refugees in Holland which were 
recently made, unofficially, by an Amer- 
ican charity. While deeply appreciative 
of the generous proposal, the Govern- 


compatible with the country’s honor to 
cllow another nation or individual asso- 
ciation to assist in this mercy work, and 
that Holland herself desires to provide 
for all those neighbors who are afflict- 
ed by the war. 

Of the million Belgian refugees who 
fled into Holland at the beginning of 
the war, 300,000 penniless ones remain. 
One-half of these are living in the two 
southern provinces of Brabant and Zee- 
land. The remainder are divided among 
£00 communities. 

Winter is approaching and these refu- 
gees are now being gathered togéther in 
specially constructed camps situated on 
the dunes of Heath and at other health- 
ful spots. For this purpose, a special 
budget of about $1,500,000 has been passed 
to cover the expenses yntil January. 
After that a further credit of $3,000,000 
will be given. 

The gravest task in store for the au- 
thorities is the rounding up and concen- 
trating of former inmates of Belgian 
prisons, who were liberated wholesale 
by the Belgian authorities before the 
arrival of the Germans, and who now 
are considered a public menace. 

In addition to the refugees there are 
%,000 Belgian soldiers who crossed the 
border into Holland, and were interned 
These men also are belng supported by 
special camps. The expense for their 
maintenance eventually will be paid by 
the Belgian Government, according to 
international law.

WATER COMPANY SHOWS 
INCREASED NET EARNINGS 


Report for the West St. Louis’ 
Fiscal Year Gives Gain of 


35 Per Cent. 

JEFFERSON CITY,.Nov. 30.—An 
inventory filed by the West St. Louis 
Water and Light Co. with the Public 
Service Commission today discloses 
that the net earnings of the company 
for the fiscal year 1914 increased 35 
per cent over last year. 

The net earnings for 1918 were 
$100,518.62, and for 1914 they are list- 
ed at $187,780.21. There was an in- 
crease of $44,362.04 in gross receipts. 
Hxpenditures increased $7100.45. The 
gross earnings for 1913 were $158,- 
796.38 and for 1914 $208,158.67. 

The amount for operating expenses, 
legal services, “allowances” and all 
other current bills last year was $58,- 
278.01; this year, $66,378.46. 

The inventory was filed 4s an ex- 
hibit in the cage instituted by several 
hundred citizens of St. Louis County, 
who, in a complatnt against the com- 
pany, charged that they were having 
to pay exorbétent rates and asked that 
these be reduced. 

The capital stock of the company 
is listed at $1,216,100. The total 
amount invested in the property, as 
listed by the company, is $3,011,936.32. 

The commission instructed its en- 
gineering department to make an ex- 
amination of the property at the 
earliest possible date and submit 
their estimated valuation of the 
plant, so that the case could be set 
for hearing. 


NEW 12TH ST. VIADUCT 
TO BE OPENED TOMORROW 


The new Twelfth street viaduct, ex- 
tending from Spruce street to Chouteau 
avenue, will be opened formally at noon 
tomorrow, when Mayor Kiel, in the role 
of a motorman, will run a Tower Grove 
car over it. At the Mayor’s side will be 
a regular motorman. 

The viaduct will be roped off ate the 
north and south ends. These ropes will 
be cut at noon, after which Mayor Kiel 
and President Kinsey of the Public 
Service Board will speak. 

Work of reconstructing the viaduct 
was started 22 months ago, and has 
been finished at a cost of $267,000. The 
viaduct is about twice as long as the old 
structure, which ran from Spruce street 
to Gratiot street. It is of coricrete, with 
steel reinforcements. Forty combination 
trolley and light posts add a beauty »? 
the structure, which greatly resemblics 
the concrete viaducts on King’s highway 
and Compton avenue. 

The west approach to the free bridge, 
which will be built along Gratiot ave- 
nue from Eighth to Twenty-third 
streets, will run under the new viaduct. 
As the old viaduct stood, the free bridge 
approach would have created a grade 
crossing at the Gratiot end of the 
bridge.

Surrender of Fort and Was 
Arrested as a Spy. 


HELD FOR THREE WEEKS 


Emperor Threatened to Kill 300 
Frenchmen if Parley Party 
Wasn’t Freed.

BERLIN, Nov. 15.~—It seldom falls to 
the lot of an actor to play a real sol- 
dier’s part. But tne German empire 
takes all her sons into the army fold— 
from Prince to peasant. So it fell out 
that Carl Clewing, one of the leading 
actors of the Royal Theater in Berlin, 
is serving as a subofficer with the Ger- 
man army at the front in France. 

His experiences in trying to get a 
French fortress to surrender is as thrili- 
ing as any melodrama in which he has 
played. 

After the great battles of Namur and 
St. Quentin, in both of which battles 
Clewing took part, he was sent on Sept. 
2 with a small company in an automo- 
bile to demand the surrender of a 
French fortress. They carried an im- 
mense white flag and drove slowly, 
expecting to meet the enemy’s outposts. 
But they were surprised at not seeing 
& Frenchman until they reached the 
fortress itself. There they suddenly 
found themselves surrounded by an an- 
gry crowd of French soldiers and civi!- 
ians. They would no doubt have ended 
their journey right there had not a 
French Colonel appeared and taken 
them under his protection. 


Party Seized by Outposts. 
The commander of the fort held a par- 


ley with a general staff officer and 
they refused to accept the explanations 
of the Germans and Seclined to sur- 
render. 

At first the little party with the white 
flag were conducted out under an es- 
cort of French cavalry and infantry, 
and after they had gone a short dis- 
tance they were set at liberty. How- 
ever, they were shortly afterwards 
seized by the outposts under instruc- 
tions. 

The whole party was blindfolded and 
put into an open carriage and all that 
night and the next day they were driven 
from place to place along the Marne. 
At one time they were handcuffed and 
at another they were thrown singly into 
prison cells. Then they were conduct- 
ed to a gendarme’s barracks. 

After several days of this treatment 
it was disclosed to them that the 
French General did not believe that 
they were parley officers. If they could 
not produce some better evidence of 
the truth of their statements concern- 
ing their appearance at the fort, they 
were to be shot as spies. 

As Clewing put it in truly theatrical 
manner, “That was like a pistol point- 
ed at the heart,” for how could they 
offer explanations other than the truth, 
It was indeed an uncomfortable situa- 
tion. 

But the French had changed their 
minds by morning. From the Brigade 
Commander they were taken to the 
Commander of the division, and from 
him to the Commanding General of the 
army corps, and at last up to the Com- 


e™mander in Chief, Gen. Joffre. 


Saved by Gen. Joffre. 
Gen. Joffre decided that the prisoners 


should be treated as parley officers, 
but they would have to be retained for 
three weeks in order that they should 
not be able to give any information of 
the dispositions of the French troops, 

When the time of imprisonment ex- 
pired they were conducted under a 
heavy escort to a place near the Swiss 
frontier, where they were put down in 
an open fleld about 5 o’clock on a cold 
morning. 

As no foreign soldiers in arms are 
permitted to cross the Swiss frontier 
without being interned as prisoners so 
long as the war may last, they were 
compelled to find their way back to 
their own army as best they could, 
skirting along the Swiss frontier. This 
did not prove as difficult as it at first 
seemed, because they found that they 
were only about seven miles from the 
German outposts. 

After Clewing had rejoined his regi- 
ment he was summoned to imperial 
headquarters at Charleville, near Se- 
dan, and received the order of the Iron 
Cross from the Emperor’s own hand. 
He also received the unusual distinc- 
tion of an invitation to dinner at the 
imperial table. 

During the dinner the Kaiser said to 
his guest: “Do you know why you 
were finally released by Gen. Joffre?’ 
When Clewing confessed that he did 
not know, the Kaiser said very em- 
phatically: 

“Because after the report reached us 
that you were taken I had a message 
conveyed to Gen. Joffre through Switz- 
erland that if my three missing parley 
officers did not return safe and sound 
within three weeks I woukl issue an 
order that 300 French prisoners of war 
In our hands should be shot.”

MEN SHOW _ IMPATIENCE 


Superiority to British in Big 
Cruising Submarines Is 


Claimed. 


OKIE. “Germany via Berlin, The 


i 


Hague and London, Nov. 30.—A pair of 
gray submarines lie alongside the dock 
where the American  sonderklasse 
yachts ‘were moored during their las: 
visit to Kiel. The warships anchored 
in the Fiord wear war paint and have 
their torpedo nets rigged. A Red Cross 
flag was flying from the Imperial 


yard buildings have been blackened to 
prevent lights from within being seen 
by hostile aviators. For a similar rea- 
son placards in hotel rooms bear tha 
request that the shutters be closed be- 
fore any light is displayed. 

As a further precaution against air-| 
craft, machine guns have been posted 
in inconspicuous positions on the roofs 
of the higher buildings and occasionally 
sentinels may be seen on the tops of 
the high structures. A broad expanse 
of fortifications and barbed wire en- 
tanglements is traversed here and there 
when one is driving on the outskirts. 

These precautions have been taken 
against any possible attack on the all- 
important Kiel Canal by air or land. 
Otherwise, the Kiel of these days of 
warfare appears little different from 
the Kiel of ordinary times. In the har- 
bor steamers and tugs with long tows 
go about their customary work, and in 
town, although there naturally is more 
activity, the people seem to be pursuing 
their ordinary course of life. 

Not Concealing Plans. 

The sailormen in this great naval base 
did not maintain an attitude of undue 
secrecy or mystery toward the Asso- 
clated Press correspondent who was vis- 
iting Kiel for the first time since the 
outbreak of the war. He was taken 
everywhere cheerfully. He was shown 
through every department of the Gov- 
ernment torpedo factory, which, in or- 
dinary times, those not connected with 
the service are never permitted to en- 
ter; he was taken into the newest sub- 
marines, aboard the biggest battleship 
to watch battle practice, with heavy 
guns and torpedoes, and through the 
docks where torpedo boats and subma- 
rines are being refitted or are under- 
going their customary cleaning. All) 
reasonable questions were answered 
readily. 

The visit convinced the correspondént 
of the truth of an earlier impression: 
That war, for the German navy, dif- 
fers from peace only in the existence 
of an actual, insteaa of a prospective, 
enemy. The navy'’s normal state of 
preparednes was so high, for example, 
that virtually nothing remained to be 
done to the battleships and cruisers 
after the outbreak of war except to 
peel off the paint from the inner walls 
to obviate the danger of fire, and to ap- 
ply a thinner coating to the outside for 
a similar reason. The battle practice 
is carried out with little more snap and 
enthusiasm than in ordinary times. 

Some of the officers and men who 
were questioned said they had seen the 
tips of Russian masts, but they ‘had 
seen nothing of war except the strenu- 
ous outpost patrol duty in the wintry 
Baltic and North Sea waters, with ice 
covering the bows and standing rig- 
ging of their ships. The occasional 
hailing of a passing freighter furnished 
the only break in the monotony. But 
this work also is part of the customary 
peace routine of the German navy. 

Men Anxious for “The Day.” 

These men unmistakably are chafing 
for a chance to meet the British navy 
and find it hard work to remain pa- 
tient, but take into consideration the 
strategic grounds which govern the 
policy of the German fleet. They ex- 
press little bitterness toward the Brit- 
ish, but rather a desire to match 
strength with a worthy opponent, whom 
they always have admired. 

A large number of submarines are 
approaching completion or are in an ad- 
vanced stage of construction. Several 
have been put into commission since 
the outbreak: of the war. All of these 
are of the largest sea-going type. The 
Germans claim that already they have 
more of the big cruising type of sub- 
marines than have the British Evi- 
dence also is to be seen that Germany's 
mosquito fleet of torpedo boat destroy- 
ers has been considerably strengthened 
since the outbreak of the war in boats 
having a speed of % knots. Details 
are not given for obvious reasons. There 
have been a considerable number of ad- 
ditions to the capital ships also, 

An interesting feature of the corre- 
spondent’s visit was the inspection of 
two submarines. One of these, Lieut. 
Weddigen'’s famous U-9, was of the old 
type. The other was of the latest type 
and had just been put into commission. 
This latter style of submarine is able to 
keep to the sea about as long as the 
crew can stand the strain. The prob- 
lem of rescue in case of accident is 
solved by buoys fore and aft, to which 
chains can be attached, and a smaller 
buoy carrying a telephone and an elec- 
tric light. A complete system of water- 
tight compartments give the crew a 
chance of life, even when quite a hole 
has been opened in the shell.

| partments, thé State Department was organized 


by Thomas Jefferson in 1789. During the first 
twenty-eight years of the Government it was pre- 
sided over for eighteen years by Jefferson him- 
self and by Madison and Monroe, who were his 
political disciples and personal friends. 

If there are traditions in the department call- 
ing for secrecy, encouraging contempt of the peo- 
vie and justifying suspicion of the newspaper 
press, they do not date from Jefferson or Madison 
or Monroe. When Jefferson was Secretary of 
State he developed in an authoritative way that 
faith in public opinion to which his Democratic 
successors have professed adherence., | 

It was Jefferson who said that if it were left to 
him “to decide whether we should have a Govern- 
ment without newspapers or hewspapers without 
a Government,” he should not hesitate a moment 
to prefer the latter; and furthermore, that “the 
accounts of the United States ought to be and 
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|may be made as simple as those of a common 


farmer and capable of being understood by com- 
mon farmers.” 

Mr. Wickersham’s explanation of Secretary 
Bryan’s attitude toward the press—that he, a 
great Democrat, has yielded to the traditions ol 
the department—is interesting bit not conclusive. 
If the later growth of bureaucracy has become so 
rank as to choke the earlier traditions of Democ- 
racy under the administration of a Democrat so 
pronounced as Mr. Bryan, the Post-Dispatch is 
convinced that it is high time to note the fact 
very seriously. The traditions of Democracy can- 
not be sustained by an absentee or by one who 
is not master of the situation. 

With war raging in all parts of the globe and 
with foreign complications near at home, we can 
hardly imagine anything more deplorable at 
Washington than the hard-and-fast control of the 
State Department by bureaucrats steeped in vi- 
cious tradition. The honor, safety and prosperity 
of the American people are involved in the mat- 
ter.

made it easily possible for him to upset bureau- 
cracy and restore Democracy. The grim alterna- 
tive suggested by Jefférson need not affright him. 
Nobody is advocating government by newspaper. 
What is needed is more government public 
opinion and less government by bureaucrats; 
more government in the open and less government 
under cover; more government that is frank and 
truthful and less government that is evasive; 
more government by principals and less govern- 
ment by subordinates.

The ‘horse-stealing, cattle-running outcast, who 
used to hang emissaries sent to suggest the dis- 
bandment of his forces, thus finds himself trans- 
lated from mountain dens and sun-baked cactus 
wastes to the possession of one of the wealthiest, 
most beautiful capitals on the continent, free to 
strut in the halls of the Montezumas and to do 
as he pleases with any who may have incurred 
his hostility in the past. Hven revolutionary an- 
nals, whose principal business is to record meteor- 
ic rise and fall in fortune, mention few changes 
more startling. 

For the bandit note which runs through the 
biographies of so many other Latin-American 
leaders is heavily emphasized in Zapata’s career. 
He was against Diaz, he was againet Madero, te 
was against Huerta and he is against Carranza. 
While he has professed to-share the sentiments 
of other revolutionists who have been against 
some or all of these leaders and has pretended to 
fight for their principles, he has held aloof from 
them all. He cared not who wrote the manifes- 
toes defending the sacred liberties of the Mexi- 
can people tn high-sounding Spanish, as long as 
he could raid haciend@s, rob on the highways and 
capture towns for ransom. 

If Zapata has been Consistent in any propaganda 
except the propaganda of loot, the outside world 
has not heard of it. He seems to be only one of 
the more successful type of camp followers 
igovolutions carry in their train. Even among Mex- 
icans with bandit records of their own, he is dis- 
credited. Having gained his ambition of many 
years and seized Mexico City, will he give it up 
so easily?
